STAFFING CRISIS IN 
VICTORIAN SECONDARY SCHOOLS. 


With the great increase in the secondary schoo! popu- 
lation during recent years there is naturally a great 
strain on staffing and accommodation. The achieve- 
ments in building schools have been notable. It is true 
that new high schools begin in temporary quarters and 
that many schools have sub-standard buildings. Schools 
which have needed painting and fences for years are still 
in need of them. But steps have been taken to redress 
outstanding shortages and there are indications that the 
main future requirements are receiving consideration. 


The stafiing of secondaryjnized as adequate for second- 


Schools is much more disturb- 
ing. The situation at the mo- 
ment is that there are not 
nearly enough qualified teach- 


2 ers to staff the secondary 
; i 


schools.

The nusGer of unqualified 
teachers in, Victorian second- 
ary schools in 1962 is six times 
greater than it was in 1951. 
The great majority of tempo- 
rary teachers are untrained and 
hundreds have little or no 
academic qualifications beyond 
those gained as pupils in sec- 
ondary schools. 


According to a recent survey 
undertaken by the Victorian 
Secondary Teachers’ <Associa- 
tion, of the temporary teachers 
who lack sufficient qualifica- 
tions to gain permanency, 16 
per cent have a degree, 37 have 
university Subjects or other ter- 
tiary subjects, while 47 per 
cent have no qualifications be- 
yond ‘those gained as pupils in 
secondary Schools. These per- 
centages apply to teachers of 


ary teaching. . Their extensive 
use throughout secondary 
schools indicates the desperate 
nature of the staffing situation. 
The staffing of secondary 
schools has deteriorated so 
much, and temporary staffing 
arrangements are so extensive, 
that now only just over 60 per 
cent. of the teachers in second- 
ary schools are permanent 
and nearly all of the remain- 
ing 40 per cent Jack the quali- 
fications to become permanent, 
In the immediate future it 
appears that the permanent 
staff in secondary schools will 
be little over 50 per cent of the 
total. This is a crisis in staff- 
ing of the most serious kind.

LOCAL LABOUR NEWS AND

Education extends from the kin- 
dergarten to the university and 
each section is dependent on the 
others, recently our local Coun- 
cil, in following the policy of the 
Australian Labour Party, arranged 
for the erection of four pre- 
school centres, these will be paid 
for out of our rates. We believe 
it is the responsibility of the State 
Government to provide for the 
erection of these and other simi- 
lar services in the community. 
But these are the things Liberal 
Governments are pledged to op- 
pose and, consequently, while ve 
are burdened with a Liberal Gov. 
emment there is little liklehood 
that we can make any real gains 
in the field of social services. Ob- 
vious examples of the chaotic

What encouragement can a 
Government give when it is no- 
torious for its ‘policy of “Sit tight, 
dou’t rock the boat, hope for the 
best, but don’t, under any  cir- 
cumstances, plan for the future”. 
This~Government has repeatedly 
refused to grant pay rises to our 
teachers, thereby making our 
teaching profession seem unat- 
tractive. When any comparison 
is made with almost any indus- 
try, who can blame the prospec. 
tive teacher for choosing work 
which will allow him to be bet- 
ter off financially rather than work 
for a lower wage and bear the 
responsibility of educating the 
children who are ‘to assume con- 
trol of our country in the future. 
It is solely on these children that 
our future as a nation depends; 
it is the teachers in schools who 
set our children on the path of 
a career, whether it be plumber, 
carpenter, doctor or lawyer. Ovyer- 
crowded classrooms are far from 
the ideal advocated by education 
authorities, classes sometimes 
number in the hundreds, small 
classes are essential to the proper 
advancement of any pupil; when 
the class becomes too large the 
time it is possible to spend with 
any one pupil is severely restricted 
this results in only a general edu- 
cation instead ‘of the best pos- 
sible. Only the best is good 
enough to ensure a progressive 
and developing community in 
which to take an active’ part will 
depend entirely upon the standard
